{kouldbe converted : Zacheus was a Gentile, a Publican, 
andarich man, 2nd therefore behold a Miracle ;as if in the 
Converſion of Zacbews, theſe three ſhould be converted at 
once. 


Zacheus was a Gentile :; a marvell to ſee a Gentile be-" 


come Jew, thatis, tobeleeve in Chriſt. He wasa princi- 
pall Pablican ; a ſtrange thing ro ſee achiefe Cuftoiner to 
eive over his Office : and he was rich alſo, a rare matter to 
ſee a rich man' toenrer into the Kingdome of God : and 
therefore behold a Miracle, as if atthis day cheTurke, 
Pope,and the King of Spaine , were at once perſwaded to 
forſake their Idolatry and Superſtition. Chriſt going ro 
ſcruſalem, converteth a Gentile ; to fignifie the calling of 
the Gentiles : hee converteth a Pablican, ro ſhew thar 
notorious Sinners may hope to beefaved, if they repenr 
andamend, as Zachewe did, He conyerterha rich man , to

No queſtion. Thinke not therefore that thy good God, 
thy moſt kind and tender Father , will recompence-thy 
fairhfulnefſe , with ſending thee ſo-farre to ſuſtaine ſuch 
miſery : ir were impieryto'thinke hee willediz ; it is blaſe- 
phemy , terrible blaſphemy , ro- rhinke hee commands it-: 
for ir 'is ro condemne him of unkindneffe,-for rhou haft 
ſhewed fervent love; of untruth , for hee harh promiſed it 
ſhould goe well with che Juſt , of injuſtice, for godlineſſe 
fbould have the reward due onely ro wickednefle. 'Yeahee 
ſhould'ſceme- contrary ro himſelfe ;'ro charge thee cruelly 
ro murther thy ſelf, which hath@ommandedall to kill none, 
if he ſhould will thee to provoke'that blovdy City ſo. But 
the verythingir ſelfe alſo argueth , God meant nothing 
fe thanita commit rthee-'ro 1uck(danger'; or that thou 
fitouldeſtdoe ro the proud Ninivitzes'fach a meſſage. ' For 
to what end ſhouldſtrhou ſocry againſt that Ciry.? ro make 
them flye, and fo to free: them from deftruftion >? How 
ſhouldſtttiou then not be found a falſe prophet, and God 
aLyert'Wharthen ? Tobring ro-repentance, and therito 
1parethem? How ſhould nor God fo againe befound un- 
zrue, and thou hislying meſſenger 2:What then ?-To-con- 
vertthem, and ſo to deftroy them? what juſtice were that? 
andhow contrary to his promiſe to Salomon ? 2 Sam.7.14. 
Therefore ic is manifeſt, God meantnot thou ſhouldſt goe 
andcry foagainft Ninive , but fignified that thou wert as 
good, forany good may be done here, to exclaime ſo like 
a frantike man againſt Ninive, as topreach in Samaria any, 
longer now. .
